Their reports are 
factual, and when they are;. filed 
at the courthouse .Ihe actual* tax 
assessment is made according to 
a state law classifying all property.

here in Arkansas.

tax is being extended fairly against 
all property — not just that prop- 
erly whicli an underpaid, over- 
worked, elcclive lax assessor has 
had declared lo him volunlarily at 
the courthouse by the citizens . . .

If there were any merit in the 


elective system of tax assessors 
(jhy is it thai the federal Collector 
of Internal Revenue, in Washing- 
ton, and the state Commissioner 
of Revenues, in Liltle Rock, are 
appointive? We do not protest that 
these appointments constilule "tax- 
ation without representation." The 
federal official is named by the 
President, whom Ihe people elecl- 
ed. The slale official is named by 
the governor, whom the people) 
elected also. 
,. The fact is, government would 
Collapse if these 
tax-collecling 


agencies were entrusted lo the 
tender mercies of the people in a 
direct 
election. We, the 
people, 


know that to be true. 


Likewise it is true that the peo- 


ple of Arkansas clinging to their 
old-time system of elective 
tax 


assessors have nearly ruined the 
power and finance of local govern- 
ment. They have caused us to 
raise less and less of our tax mon- 
,fy here at home, and to
